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Footnote To A Message 


President Johnson’s countrymen will 
read his economic message to Congress 
with varying degrees of comprehension. 
Economists will delve into it deeply to 
see how the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers is thinking. 
Businessmen will try to get the hang 
of it to see how other economists are 
sizing up the thinking of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. They want to know 
which way the wind is blowing on addi­ 
tional tax “relief.” 
Senators and representatives will give 
it careful attention so they may have a 
speaking acquaintance with the Johnson 
administration’s economic policy 
and a 
chance to set up points of departure for 
political argument. 
Commentators who specialize in eco­ 
nomic subject m atter will 
digest 
the 
whole thing thoroughly so they can nour­ 
ish themselves for months to come. 
What about the rest of us? What do 
these messages convey to us? 


THEY ARE U K E the statements of 
our doctors. 
We take them at face value. We are 
not specialists. 
Everything depends on our confidence 
bi the origin of the message. 
Few of us can claim to understand 
monetary policy, the balance of pay­ 
ments, or the inability of expanding em­ 
ployment to gain ground on expanding 
unemployment. 
We can agree that recessions are not 
Inevitable, as they once were supposed to 
be. But we do not know what it is possible 
for the Treasurery Department, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System and Congress to do 


when danger s ip s appear. We hire peo­ 
ple to know about such things. 
We do not understand what the danger 
s ip s are, with one exception. 


THE EXCEPTION is popular confi­ 
dence. 
It is rarely mentioned among the prima 
factors with direct bearing on the over­ 
all state of economic affairs. 
But when popular confidence is vibrant 
and strong any economic 
system will 
work like magic. That we know. 
When it ceases to be vibrant and strong 
—when we begin to wonder if things are 
as good as 
they need to be—trouble 
Marts. 
That is the way it started 35 years ago. 
Confidence faltered. People began to 
wander who was driving the bus and if 
the driver knew where he was going. 
Or, as an explanation popular at that 
time put it, the fellow who had started the 
credit cycle lost his nerve and asked for 
his dollar back. The idea snowballed un­ 
to credit had been wiped out. 
Credit? 
Credit is geared to confidence. Confi­ 
dence is what keeps people from worry­ 
ing about whether they will get their 
dollars back. 


THE FUNNY THING about confidence 
Is that no one knows what inspires it 
and no one knows what wrecks it. People 
either have it or they don’t. 
Most people have confidence in the 
Johnson administration 
That is the gist of the President's 1965 
economic report. 
What We Need In Viet Nam 


The United States is learning the hard 
way In South Viet Nam how it feels to be 
a racist minority bi unfriendly surround­ 
ings. 
Hard as h Is to realise that die Amer­ 
ican presence bi their unfriendly country 
does not make (ha hearts of the Viet­ 
namese grow fonder, that Is the observa­ 
tion made by all reporters assigned to 
size up the situation. 
Animosity has come to a climax in re­ 
lations between U.S. Ambassador Max­ 
well D. Taylor and L t Gen. Mguyen 
Khanh, who appears to ba the most dur­ 
able arid the most ingenious of South Viet 
Nam's leaders. 
Gen. Khanh Is believed to have created 
a situation which Gen. Taylor cannot con­ 
done because it is contrary to his strong­ 
ly expressed desires. Ho has ditched the 
illusion of civil government and assumed 
formal military control. 
It seems possible he created die situa­ 
tion precisely to bring his differences with 
the chief representative of tho 
United 
States to a showdown. 
Since Gen. Khanh appears to be the only 
effectual spokesman in South Viet Nam 
for any government at all, Gen. Taylor 
may have to be ramoved to satisfy dis 
Vietnamese military people b a c k i n g 
Khanh. 
But since Gen. Taylor Is credited with 
being the chief architect and the “clerk of 


the works” in charge of the South Viet­ 
namese government the United States 
would like to build, Washington may have 
to keep him on the scene to save its 
face. 
Either way, the United States t a k e s 
another setback. 
Americans are not loved in South Viet 
Nam. They are a conspicuous race mi­ 
nority whose presence is unpleasantly re­ 
mindful of the predecessor French. 
What the United States needs Is en am­ 
bassador who spells his name Ngo and 
20,000 advisers who stand 5-4 and are the 
same color as the Vietnamese—south, 
north. Communist and non-Communist. 
Otherwise, Americans must continue to 
be what they have been to the Vietna­ 
mese, from the outset—Frenchmen with 
odd names. 


Hearts Are Heavy 


The hearts of many East Liverpool and 
area residents must be extra heavy today 
as thoughts turn to Great Britain and 
the solemn funeral rites for Sir Winston 
Churchill. 
The English background and tradition 
Is too deeply rooted here for it to be 
otherwise. With Winnie gone, things will 
be the sadder for those with ties in the 
Isles. 


From Age 18 To 21 


Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New Jersey 
Is trying to arrange a conference with 
the governors of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts. New Hamp­ 
shire and Vermont to increase New 
York's liquor law from an age minimum 
of IS to 21. 
In New York and only one other state— 
louisiana—are youngsters allowed to buy 
liquor or be served at taverns at the 
age of IS. All other states make 21 years 
the minimum. 
More than morals Is Involved. T h e 
youngsters who go to New York to drink 
drive home not only to their own peril 
but also to that of all other motorists. 
The troubles in Darien, Conn., have re­ 
minded people generally that there are 
two sides to the teen-age drinking di­ 
lemma. Permissive parents ask with a 
good deal of realism whether you would 
forbid scores of thousands of service­ 
men, half of all college students—and all 


debutantes—to drink because they are 
under 21. 
Teen-agers generally find it incongrous 
that they are prohibited from buying 
alcohol at ages when they can drive, 
marry without consent of their parents, 
face adult penalties for crimes and en­ 
list in the military. 
Opponents of permissiveness 
ask if 
young people are allowed to experiment 
with drinking at home, why not sex—or 
narcotic drugs? Both questions are emo­ 
tionally freighted. 
In these days (rf early marriage, a good 
many fathers cannot legally buy a drink. 
The dilemma is ageless: Now m u c h 
should behavior be controlled by law and 
how much by conscience or good judg­ 
ment? 
Short of absolute prohibition it becomes 
a question (rf difficult definitions and 
standards. 
Realism 
constantly 
argues 
with caution, with wisdom always in the 
balance. 
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Musical Overtones Of Inauguration 


This inauguration had a union 
label.

At least 28,000 of the nation's 
most prominent people danced 
under the red eyes of the TV 
cameras. They were observed 
by 80 million viewers in the 
U.S. and millions more via the 
satellite. 
They heard 25 of the nation's 
few remaining name bands, em­ 
ploying some 350 players, strike 
it up at the five balls. 


SINCE THE NIGHT of Jan. 
20 
the 
Musicians 
Federa­ 
tion has noted a rising interest 
in ballroom dancing. 
“This is all to the good,” 
AFM President Herman Kenin 
said the other day. “It’s to the 
good not only of the thousands 
of unemployed musicians but of 
communities laden with juvenile 
d e l i n q u e n c y , communities 
which have not had live music 
in public places for decades.” 
Judging from the research of 
Mr. Kenin, who should know 
about dancing since his wife is 
a former Radio City Rockette, 
ballroom dancing once was a 
major industry and can spread 
dollars and jobs as well as a 
new culture if it can be revived. 
Some three decades ago it 
was a $40-50 million-a-year busi­ 
ness. Those were the days of 
the 200 “name” bands — the 
days when Rudy Vallee was an 
orchestra leader and 
not 
a 
comedian, the syncopated era 
of such greats as Paul White­ 
man. Tommy Dorsey, Wayne 
King. Benny Goodman, Glenn 
Miller. Clyde McCoy. Jimmy 
Dorsey, and many others.

Those bands which hit 
the one-night stand route drew 
in scores of thousands on any 
given night across the country.

There were not only “big 
name” bands, but second name 
units, and regional orchestras 
and some which were local in 
the outlying countryside. One of 
the latter was led by a chap 
called 
Lawrence 
Welk 
who 
stuck mainly to the Dakotas. 
The war came and soon TV 
barged in. 
The bands were 
broken up. This added to the 
woes of 18.000 musicians who 
had long ago lost their jobs 
when theaters gave up live mu­ 
sic for canned sound. 
And with these went tens of 
thousands of other jobs in the 
entertainment, night club and 
restaurant business. Mr. Kenin 
reports that where there is live 
music there are at least five 
other service jobs for every mu­ 
sic maker. 


THE UNION president fur­ 
ther asserts that the public and 
the economists as well don’t 
realize the full impact which 
live music and the revival of 
ballroom dancing can have on 
the nation’s prosperity. There 
are at least 35 million amateur 
musicians in the U.S. 
This is a vast market for a 


revived musical instrument in­ 
dustry. The amateurs love to 
watch, listen to and imitate the 
pros, says Mr. Kenin. Trouble 
is the amateurs don't get the 
chance to hear good pros any 
more. 
AFM spokesmen are quick to 
note that the revived interest 
in 
ballroom 
dancing 
means 
more than making money. It 
has been good for the morale 
of two groups — the teen-agers 
and the senior citizens. These 
are the folks with time on their 
hands. 


TO PROVE the point, the 
AFM people trotted this col­ 
umnist over to one spot where 
the youngsters were cavorting 
in toe Watusi, the Frug and the 
Monkey. Really the Bunny Hop 
is not hip. And then on to anoth­ 
er hall where agile gentlemen 
in their 80s were waltzing and 
even twisting with ladies in 
their 70s. 
“That inauguration had the 
dancingest crowd,” Mr. Kenin 
observed, “and it was the great­ 
est showcase for live music. We 
think it's one way to beat this 
poverty thing and delinquency 
and give the country a lift.” 
It's a long time since some of 
us could have danced all night. 
But the nostalgia of days of 
Glenn Miller and the Dorseys 
makes it worth trying.

Adults who want to move the age from 
16 to 18 say 16-year-olds lack Judgment. 
They argue that 18-year-olds would know 
better than to do the things 16-year-olds 
do. 
How silly can you get? 
Judgment in auto-driving Is forged by 
experience. 
It is not chronological A 40-year-old be­ 
ginner is as hazardous as a 16-year-old, 
even more so because reflexes are slower 
and learning is harder at 40. 
If we want to cut down the high ac­ 
cident rate for teen-age drivers, the way 
to do it is teach them how to drive (Mi 
off-the-highway 
proving 
grounds 
when 
they're 14, so they will have two years’ 
experience behind them before they get 
on the highways at 16. 


IT’S TOO BAD there’s no way to test 
the kind of judgment that comes from 
sound reflexes. 
It has nothing to do with knowing the 
rules and what shape the sign Is that 
says: Caution—Falling Rocks. 
it is knowing what to do and what not 
to do automatically, such as accelerating 
on tight curves and turning with a skid. 


Reading about such things in books does 
not incorporate them into a new driver’s 
knowledge. They must be learned by do­ 
ing. They must become automatic. 
That's one kind of judgment. 
The other kind is thinking about cause 
and effect. 
Some people are born with prudence 
some acquire it—and some die without 
It. If they drive autos, they die sooner 
rather than later, frequently killing oth­ 
ers on their way to oblivion 
Age has nothing to do with it. 


BEFORE DRIVERS were licensed, kids 
drove autos as soon as their legs were 
long enough, the way farm kids now 
drive tractors and trucks. 
They developed their reflexes. They 
honed edges on their judgment by experi­ 
ence in motor vehicles. 
But— 
They didn’t get out on public roads 
In cars that could go 120 miles an hour. 
They served their apprenticeship until 
their old man thought they could be 
trusted with the family car and the pos­ 
sibility of being sued for everything he 
owned. 
It wasn’t perfect, but it worked pretty 
good.

on a “selective" basis. This in­ 
stability inevitably moves the 
economy toward inflation. 
While the President outlined 
in detail what ought to be done, 
the administration is not apply­ 
ing pressure on the labor un­ 
ions. though it is publicly giv­ 
ing intimations to business that 
price i n c r e a s e s must be 
avoided. 
Perhaps the most significant 
step taken by the President to 
attain a financial equilibrium is 
in the monetary field. He has 
asked Congress to repeal the 
law which at present requires 
25 per cent of Federal Reserve 
Bank deposits to be backed by 
gold. It’s stated positively that 
no devaluation of the gold price 
is being planned, lf, however, 
devaluation should be necessary 
later, it will not be entirely be­ 
cause of domestic conditions in 
this country, but because of the 
impact of foreign factors, es­ 
pecially if some important coun­ 
try like Great Britain should de­ 
valuate its currency. 
Mr. Johnson says that his re­ 
quest for removal of the re­ 
strictions “does not arise from 
any 
sudden emergency.” Ifs 
apparent the administration be­ 
lieves the constant outflow of 
gold is already causing appre­ 
hension and might later force 


the repeal anyhow (rf the 25 per 
cent gold-reserve requirement. 
Mr. 
J o h n s o n meanwhile 
makes the flat statement that 
no devaluation of toe gold con­ 
tent (rf the dollar is intended. 
He says: 
“There can be no question of 
our capacity and determination 
to maintain the gold value o 
the dollar at $35 an ounce. The 
full resources of this nation ara 
pledged to that end.” 


DEVALUATION nevertheless 
can be forced upon the United 
States 
by 
external 
develop­ 
ments. just as it was in the 
1930s when the gold content of 
the dollar was cut by 59 per 
cent and the price of gold went 
up from $20 67 an ounce to $35 
an ounce, an increase of near­ 
ly 70 per cent. 
One of the principal reasons 
why the United States has been 
experiencing a considerable out­ 
flow of gold is the foreign aid 
program. Although the Presi­ 
dent has asked for only $3 4 bil­ 
lion for the coming fiscal year 
for foreign aid. there is an es­ 
timated $6 5 billion in unexpend­ 
ed 
balances 
from 
previous 
years. So almost $10 billion 
would be available for spending 
in 1966 and later years. It’s the 
presence of this 
unexpended 
balance which may be having a 
psychological effect on those 
who 
speculate 
in 
the 
gold 
market. 
Sen. 
A. 
Willis 
Robertson, 
D-Va . chairman of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Commit­ 
tee, aays that removal of the 
gold-reserve requirement "will 
be in the nature of an aspirin 
tablet to deaden pain rather 
than a permanent solution.” 


HE POINTS OUT that “we 
have the most favorable bal­ 
ance of trade of any nation in 
the world, but it is more than 
wiped out by the lavish pro­ 
gram of lending and giving dol­ 
lars throughout the world.” He 
adds: 
“ I’m sure the current boom 
will last throughout the coming 
year, especially in view of the 
stimulators the President is go­ 
ing to use in the event produc­ 
tion slows down. But I’m afraid 
that the price to be paid for in­

higher prices.” 
So the real story* of what is 
going to happen to gold carmot 
be written as yet.

international picture that it is 
difficult to foretell whether the 
outflow of gold from the United 
States will be halted, especial­ 
ly if the spending and lending 
programs abroad are continued. 
Eventually, it may be neces­ 
sary to restrict imports as well 
as 
investments

by 
Americans — all of which can 
hardly contribute to business 
stability, and might even weak­ 
en 
public confidence in the 
dollar.

EDITOR O r TH E REV IEW : 
I would like to express my 
views on the money us taxpay­ 
ers paid out in bounty money 
for foxes in 1964. I feel more 
qualified to discuss this subject 
than some housewife who lives 
in town and tries to tell us far­ 
mers what we need. 
I do not only speak for my­ 
self but nearly all of the people 
I have come in contact w i t h 
throughout Columbiana County, 
the only exception being a few 
fox hunters who run foxes for 
sport. 
We feel that some incentive 
must be presented to the hunter 
to get him to devote the time 
and money that is so necessary 
to successfully kill foxes. A very 
conservative estimate would be 
IOO rabbits each year per fox. 
The majority of these are taken 
in the spring and early sum­ 
mer when the young are still 
in the nest. 
We spend thousands of dollars 
on public hunting areas a n d 
make it a paradise for game 
with the cover that is provided 
and the feed that is planted. 
But where is the game? We do 
not have IO per cent of the game 
on these lands that they are cap­ 
able of supporting. I think most 
(rf us sportsmen who enjoy rab­ 
bit hunting and bird hunting 
would gladly pay the bounty for 
each fox that is taken from our 
hunting areas. A fox is a wild 
dog and a very smart one, too. 
To take him successfully is no 
job for an amateur, as anyone 
who has hunted foxes can veri­ 
fy. For the benefit of those fox 
hunters who run them for sport, 
I would like to point out that 
about 90 per cent of all foxes 
killed in Columbiana County are 
gray foxes No fox hunter with 
pride in his dog s ability to run 
would want to chase gray foxes 
anyway. We know that wa can’t 


kill all the foxes in our county, 
but we can keep them from ov­ 
erpopulating if we support the 
hunters who are willing to spend 
the long hours afield that is ne­ 
cessary to keep our fox popula­ 
tion down. 
I am only one voice among 
many who feel as I do that we 
have too many foxes in Colum­ 
biana County. And when I read 
of the number of foxes taken 
in our county in 1964 I wanted 
to congratulate the hunters re­ 
sponsible for it. Keep up the 
good work. As one (rf our writ­ 
ers pointed out just recently in 
her letter to the editor, when 
you pay your taxes, express 
your opinions as to whether 
you approve of the bounty on 
foxes or not.

but we enjoyed every day of 
this ministry.”

"Sometimes the way is hard, 
and we get persecuted a n d 
blamed for doing things we 
don’t do, but the L o r d says, 
‘Happy are ye if ye are perse­ 
cuted for righteousness sake.’ 
Ministers 
and

wives 
should be holy • consecrated 
unto God — separated from 
the world and its pleasures.” 
“Ministers wives (or anyone 
elses wife) as this london 
minister's wife was doing, 
s h o u l d not be doing the 
“twist” — no wonder th e 
members of their church were 
complaining. The only way to

You And The Law 


The telephone is such a 
common modern convenience 
that most of us take it for 
granted. 
While most of the laws 
which concern telephones as a 
means of communication are 
designed primarily to insure 
the proper operation of the 
public utility, there are sev­ 
eral which specifically protect 
the average user. Ohio law 
requires two of the laws to 
be published in your telephone 
directory. 


ONE LAW requires t h e 
user of a telephone to relinq­ 
uish its use to another in the 
case of an emergency when 
• “party line” is involved. 
In this case, an emergency 
is defined as a situation in 
which human life or porperty 
is endangered and that prompt 
summoning of help is essen­ 
tial. The law states that “no 
person shall willfully refuse 
to immediately yield or relinq­ 
uish the use of a party line..." 
in such cases. 
Failure to yield the line can 
result in fines of from $50 to 
$500 and imprisonment f o r 
from 
30 
days 
to 
three 
months, or both. These penal­ 
ties also apply, however, if a 
person merely pretends he has 
en emergency and attempts to 
obtain the line with his false 
report. 


ANOTHER LAW which pro­ 
tects the telephone user deals 
with 
threats 
and 
indecent 
language. The law prohibits 


persons from making threats 
to do bodily harm or using 
“indecent" language for th e 
sole purpose of annoying oth­ 
er persons. The law states 
that a person may not “tele­ 
phone any other person re­ 
peatedly or cause any person 
to be telephoned repeatedly 
for the sole purpose of har­ 
assing or molesting him or 
his family." 
The penalty for violation of 
this law calls for a fine of up 
to $500 or six months in jail, 
or both. 
It is unfortunate that such 
laws are necessary for t h e 
protection of the telephone 
user. However, without them, 
one of our most modem means 
of communication could be­ 
come terribly misused.

QUESTION: What language w as spoken by Je su s Christ? 


ANSWER: Many people would answer this question by 
saying “ Hebrew,” but they would be wrong, at least about 
the language Jesus used when he was talking to ordinary 
acopic. This would have been a dialect of Aramaic, one of 
n.e group of languages called “ Semitic.” Hebrew, Arabic 
and Assyrian are some of the others. According to the ac­ 
count in Genesis in the Bible, most of the nations who spoke 
these tongues were descended from Stem, the son of Noah. 
These are closely related languages; perhaps they came 
from one ancient original tongue. The language of the people 
of Israel, whose story is told in the Bible, is Hebrew. Almost 
all (rf the Old Testament was originally written in that 
language. But you will remember that the Jews were taken 
into captivity. Settling in Palestine, they began to use the 
speech of the people around them, which was Aramaic, 
although Hebrew was retained for use in the temples. The 
Scriptures were first read in Hebrew, and were then gen­ 
erally translated into Aramaic so that everyone could 
understand. Aramaic was an ancient language generally 
spoken in the Near East and used for roughly a thousand 
years.
